Governor Sigler is actively 
backing the move. 
Rep. Elton R. Eaton (R-Plvm - 
outh) expressed fear that the Civil 
Service 
commission, 
traditional 
whipping boy of the 
legislature 
Would ruin the whole program. 
Rep. Harry J. Phillips (R-Port

Congress Debates 


Fate Of Detroit's 


Historic Ft. Wayne 


Washington, April 8 (ZP)—The 
m uch-argued question of the dis- 
positibn of historic Fort Wayne in 
Detroit was back in the congres­ 
sional spotlight today. 
Members of the House, in yes­ 
terday’s debate, picked up a few 
pointers on early Michigan his­ 
tory, but apparently came no clos­ 
er to a decision on w hether to give 
the old fort, surplus army prop­ 
erty, to the city of Detroit. 
Mayor Eugene I. Yan Antwerp 
appeared before the House com­ 
mittee on executive expenditures j 
to argue Detroit’s case. 
“The flag of Fort Wayne must 
he kept flying,” he declared. 
A bill which already has passed 
in the Senate provides for 
the 
transfer of historic sites the army 
does not want to municipal gov­ 
ernments without cost. 
However, the cities would have 
to pay for non-historic sites and 
use them fo'r recreational purposes. 
That distinction led to ques­ 
tions on Forty Wayne 
by 
Rep. 
Hoffman (R-Mieh.). 
He wanted 
to know just how many of the 90 
acres of the fort, where Indians 
built mounds and American troops 
camped in 1812, were 
historical 
enough to go cost-free to the city. 
“I don’t like the CIO and 
the 
Communists you have down there 
in Detroit,” Hoffman explained to 
Mayor Van Antwerp. 
“But I do 
agree it would be a 
wonderful 
thing if these people could get a | 
little fresh air some time.”

Reds Grab Reparations; 
U. S. Squeezed Out

lier satellites * .ce grabbed the 
lion’s shaie of industrial repara­ 
tions from the U. S. zone of G er­ 
many, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, said 
in his monthly report today. 
The American military gover­ 
nor said the U.S.S.R. and Czecho­ 
slovakia, Yugoslavia, Poland and 
Albania, have received 63 per cent 
of the reparations. 
He based his 
reckoning in monetary value. 
Clay said that in the first two 
years of tile reparations program

American occupation zone factor­ 
ies 74,783,297 marks 
worth 
of 
equipment. The prew ar m ark was 
valued at 40 cents. 
This was nearly twice as much

Many New Houses Will 
Not Get Fixtures 


Approxim ately one out of every 
four new houses built during 1948 
is going to be uninhabitable upon 
completion due to a lack of ade­ 
quate 
heating 
equipment. 
This 
was the statement released today 
by George Boeddener, 
managing 
director of the National W arm A ir 
Heating and A ir Conditioning As­ 
sociation. 
A gloomy picture for 
expectant 
new home builders, these 
figures 
are based on the results of a 
re­ 
cent survey of manufacturers 
in 
the W arm A ir 
Heating 
industry 
conducted for the Association 
by 
Dun & Bradstreet. The survey in­ 
cluded 
reports 
from 
manufac­ 
turers of furnaces, pipe 
and 
fit­ 
tings, registers, blowers, 
controls 
and 
filters 
(all 
components 
of 
g ravity and forced warm air heat­ 
ing systems used in single fam ily 
homes and m ulti-fam ily units.) 
Direct causes of 
this 
situation 
are the current shortages in sup­ 
plies of iron and steel which have 
forced cut-backs in the equipment 
production of a large number 
of 
manufacturers in the industry. 
The forecast shortage of 200,000 
home heating units is based on a 
housing 
completion 
program 
in 
1948 comparable with that of 1947 
when approximately 850,000 hous­ 
ing units were completed. In 
ad­ 
dition to the shortage 
of 
200.000 
furnace units, 
there 
w ill 
be 
a 
shortage 
of 
approximately 
ten 
thousand 
tons 
of 
prefabricated 
pipe and fittings, and undisclosed 
thousands of registers and 
blow­ 
ers. The survey did not include the 
requirements of warm air heating 
dealers who design and 
fabricate 
pipe and 
fittings 
in 
their

shops. However,

is 
estimated 
that their requirements 
w ill 
ap­ 
proximate 120,000 tons of galvani­ 
zed sheets for the 
remainder 
of 
1948. 
Although 
com paratively 
small 
tonnages of steel are used in 
the 
manufacture of temperature 
con­ 
trols and filters, the existent steel 
shortages can also affect produc­ 
tion of these important items.

Am erican home builder is due to 
go through the

difficulties 
experienced by his neighbors who 
built homes during the w ar years.

plies of steel and iron 
drastically 
curtailed by iron producers,

Boeddener. “ M any manufacturers 
have been forced to

purchases

substantially higher costs of oper­ 
ation.
